Continuation of Substance of interview including description of tine genera! nature of wliat was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Applicant stated differences between the Locl<lear patent and the 
claim limitations of claims 1, 12. and 20. The Locklear patent includes a customer server (16) and customer device 
(12), wherein twisted pair lines are used to connect the LAN (18) to the server (16). Examiner interpreted the server 
(16) as part of a "premises" of claims 1,12, and 20. Applicant, however, regarded the server (16) to be outside of the 
"premises". In order to resolve the differences between the two interpretation Applicant proposed to amend preamble 
of claims to identify "units that terminate at least two commuincations links from the premises to a commuincation 
provider facility located outside of the premises" and in c) i) "selecting at the premises one of the at least two 
connuincations links based on a policy," Examiner further suggested Applicant define "premises" as located before 
any comminications link to a server or any type of communication providing facility. This would clairfy that the selection 
process is being commited before any commuincations on the links is commited. New search and consideration will be 
required upon receiving the amendments to the claims . 
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
